out from a reel carried by an electri­ 
cian of the sigual corps. 
A ground return is used, the ground 
being made by thrusting a bayonet 
or hatchet into the earth and attach­ 
ing one end of the line to it. The elec­ 
trician carries a battery on his back. 
Ile also makes the connections and 
does the talking.

Ho Also A d m i t t e d lie sent a d r u n k 
C ontaining an In fe rn al Machine 
to a B ritish S team er. 


As a Reason 
For These Attempted 
Outrages the Man Said: 
“There 
Are Too Many Foreign Af­ 
fairs in This Country.” 


Philadelphia, Jan. 16.—Gesslcr Ros­ 
seau, who was arrested in this city 
with an infernal machine in his pos­ 
se so Jem. admitted to the police that he 
Is the man who attempted to destroy 
the statue of Frederick the Great in 
Washington hist Tm .-day and also that 
it was he wht> sent th*' trunk contain­ 
ing an infernal machine to the British 
tramp ship Umbria, in New York, in 
May. 1903. 
The prisoner, whose right 
name is not known, made these admis­ 
sions in theoitice of rapt. l)onaghy, of 
the Philadelphia detective bureau, aft- 
cr he had been identified by persons 
brought 
here 
from 
New 
5*>rk and 
Washington for that purpose, ii*1 gives 
no reasons for the attempted outrages 
« xcept that ‘‘Tin re are t(*i many for­ 
eign a flairs in t Ins c<amt ry 
After having Rosseau under tire all 
afternoon, th e police classed him as an 
"American 
patriotic 
fanatic." 
The 
prisoner gave no information volun­ 
tarily to the police, he admitting only 
those things which the police had fast­ 
ened on him. 
Wanted in New York and Washington. 
Both the Washington and New York 
authorities want the man, and if is 
probabh that ho will be turned over 
to 'he police of the latter city. 
The apprehension of Rosseau was 
due to the disappearance of Owen Kel­ 
ly. a wealthy Irish American, who is 
premia- at in Irish American societies 
in this country. 
Kelly disappeared on 
October 25 and from time to time the 
newspapers, particularly of the east, 
h a w published articles on the myste­ 
rious disappearance. 
These, th** po­ 
lice 
believe, 
undoubtedly 
attracted 
RCKBsoau’s attention. The other day he 
called on Patrick Kelly, the brother 
of the missing man. and offered to take 
him to his brother in New York f >r 
forth 
ii< said he and Owen Kelly be­ 
longed to secret societies that wore 
organized for the purpose of blowing 
up British ships in American ixirts. 
The valise he carried, he said, con­ 
tained explosives. 
Patrick Kelly no­ 
tified iii- 
police and Rosseau was ta­ 
ken into custody. 
The valise inn! lin­ 
ed an infernal machine of the clock 
arrangement variety, but 
no 
explo­ 
sives, 
About the machine was wrap­ 
ped a Washington newspaper. 
This 
gave the police the clew' that he might 
know something of the explosion af 
tin' statin ot Frederick the Great, and 
his picture w’as taken and scut to both 
the Washington and New York author­ 
ities. 
In th*1 meantime he was also 
suspected of knowing something of the 
steamship Binbria incident. 
Fully lidentified. 
Capt. Robert Boardman, of the W ash ­ 
ington detective force, and Alfred Car- 
r, ?■ colored and Gen rec if. Hazel, cab­ 
man of Washington, who saw the man 
who attem pted to blow up the statue. 
and Detective Sergt. Arthur Carey, <>f 
New York, and a Mrs. Curry, who 
keeps a boarding house in the la c e r 
city, arrived here for the pat pose of 
identifying the prisoner. 
Having satisfied themselves beyond 
doubt that the identification was com­ 
plete. tin' police officials of th** three 
cities set to work in obtaining a con­ 
fession from the prisoner. 
He said he 
had manufactured 
the 
infernal m a­ 
chine himself and that it consisted of 
a candle, fuse and "dynamite mine.” 
Wheti he made if he would not say. 
It was his intention, he said, to blow 
up the statue at night because he did 
not want to hurt anybody'. 
Because 
of the ice in the Potomac river lie 
failed to find any one who would row 
him from Seventh street wharf, W ash­ 
ington. t.i the arsenal, which is on e m ­ 
bank of the river, and he had to change 
his plans. 
T he failure to destroy the 
statue. In- said, must have he* n due to 
the melting tallow spoiling the fuse or 
interfering with the dynamite. 
Ros­ 
seau then gave the police the Inter­ 
esting information that he had intend­ 
ed making a second attempt to blow 
up the statue, this time with a clock 
machine.
